Chapman Killed | When. 
on Errand of Mercy 


American Aviator Was 


on Way to Get Orange 


for Wounded Man When He Entered 
Last Air Fight. 


PARIS, June 30.—It wes while on an 
errand of mercy for a wounded com- 
rade that Corporal Victor Chapman of 
New York, a member of the Franco- 


| American Aviation Corps, met his death 


, 1ast_ week. 

Capt. Boelke, the most famous of all 
German aviators, who up to that time 
had accounted for 18 aeroplanes, sent 
Chapman to his death. But before he 
fell the American brought down two 
German machines. 

These details are disclosed in a semi- 
official statement given out here to- 
day, which also announced rewards and 
promotions for other American aviators 
for their present accomplishments. 

All the members of the American 
Squadron but two have now been dec- 
orated or promoted. 

Sergt. Clyde Balsley of San Anto- 
nio, Tex., wounded in a fight near 
Verdun and probably crippled for life. 
is in a hospital a few miles from the 
aviation camp to which Corporal 
Chapman was attached. The Sergeant 
atked for an orange, but there was 
nene to be had at the hospital. Cor- 
poral Chapman heard of the incident 
and decided to gratify the desire of 
his comrade. He obtained a smal] 
basket of oranges and set forth in hie 
acroplane for the hospital. 

Enters Into Fight. 

While on his way he saw several 
black spots against the sky in the direc- 
tion of the German lines. He flew to- 
ward them and discovered that three 
French aeroplanes were engaged with 
four German machines. The New York- 
er dashed into the fight. He rose to a 
great height and swooping down on the 
Germans put his machine gun into 
action. 


His bullets found the mark and two 
German machines fell to the earth. 
Chapman sent them down almost as 
soon as he entered the combat. Then 
Capt. Boelke turned on the American 
and caught him at such an angle that 
he was able to rake the aeroplane with 
machine gun fire. One bullet struck a 
vital spot and Chapman plunked lifeless 
to the ground. He fell within the Ger- 
‘man lines. 

The semi-official statement con- 
tains a tribute to the young American 
such as is seldom found in matter of 
fact communications of the kind. It 
says that a religious service will be 
held in memory of “this citizen of the 
United States who, inspired by senti- 
ments of lofty ideal, gave his life for 
the cause of the allies.”

U. 8. Impatient at Delay. 

Eliseo Arredondo, the Mexican am- 
bassador designate, called on Secretary 
Lansing éarly in the day, to communi- 
cate formally the information that his 
Government had ordered the release of 
the American troopers captured at Car- 
rizal. A brief talk followed, during 
which Mr. Lansing took occasion ‘to 
make it plain that the Washington Gov- 
ernment expected an early reply to its 
note forwarded to Mexico City last Sun- 
day. The Ambassador was impressed 
with the fact that the State Depart- 
ment was growing impatient at the de- 
lay. 

All mcmbers of the Cabinet agreed 
after the meeting that both the situation 
and the policy of the United States 
were unchanged as a result of recent 
developments. 

The release of the captured troopers 
has not relieved the critical diplomatic 
situation now existing. Several reports 
from Special Agent Rodgers referring to 
routine matters did not mention the 
Mexican. note. He has had no light to 
shed on the probable cours: Gen. Car- 
ranza would take. 

It is Known, however, that interests 
in the Mexican capital which have been 
exerting every effort to prevent a break 
are much discouraged. 

Should the Mexican reply follow the 
line indicated and be in defiance of 
the United States, President Wilson 
probably would day the whkcle 
before Congress immediately. 

A faction of the Mexican Cabinet, 
it is reported, is urging a defiant at- 
titude and wants to include In the re- 
ply to the American request for a 
statement of intentions a new de- 
mand for immediate withdrawal of 
all United States troops now on Mex- 
ican soil 

Arredondo Renews Complaints. 

Arredondo took up with Secretary 
Lansing again the question of the al- 
legged mistreatment of Mexicans on 
the American side of the border, and 
asked that steps be taken to prevent 
further trouble of this sort. 

On returning to the embassy he 
made public a message from Mexico 
City saying that, although the State 
Department had telegraphed Specia' 
Agent Rodgers to warn all Amer- 
icans to leave Mexico at once or the 
United States Government would not 
be responsible for the consequences, 
actually fewer than 300 had left Mex- 
ico City, and not more than 200 left 
the surrounding country. 

“The greater majority of Americans 
in Mexico City,” said the dispatch, 
“have elected to remain, as they have 
been in Mexico throughout all the 
trouble in the pagt five vears, and no 
one of them who has not gone out of 
his way to invite trouble has ever 
been molested. The Mexican Govern- 
ment has given positive guarantees 
for the protections of the lives and 
property of Americans tn the States 
of Tabasoo and Guanajuato whenever 
such Americans express a desire to 
remain, and unquestionably it will do 
so tn all other portions of the repub- 
lic.” 

In conclusion the message said:

Payments will be equal to 5 per cent 
of the employe’s last 12 months’ salary, 
multiplied by the number of years of 
continuous service, with a minimum of

Near the center of the town is 
the court house, which looks at least 
half a century old. Fine old trees sur- 
‘round it, but neither Laredo nor the 
country round it can be said to special- 
ize in trees. 

Laredo Famous for Heat. 

The one thing for which Laredo is 
especially famous, is the heat. The 
dobe houses lie- and bake in the sun. A 
wind blows up from the gulf of Mexico, 
a pleasant wind which comes from sait 
water but it has lost the tang of the 
sea before it reaches the county seat 


,of Webb County. It is more than 13) 
miles in an air line to the Gulf and be- 
tween are long stretches of the hot, 
low, dense, semi-tropical jungie of the 
lower Rio Grande Valley. Plains that 
have little vegetation are interspersed 
with the onion fields which stretch for 
miles and the sun senate down relent- 
lessly. 

The wind at Laredo sometimes feels 
hotter than the sun's rays, and the 
heat is not the kindly dry heat of the 
desert. farther west. It has enough 
humidity: to add a great oppression to 
the heat, according to’ the tastes of 
those who have a liking for the desert.

they have at Laredo and 110 in the 
shade is exceptional there, but in the 
sun nothing is excéptional. Medical men 
say that the newcomer from the north 
should be very careful about taking al- 
coholic drinks until he has become in a 
measure acclimated. 

Happily the militiamen will be well 
watched by trained doctors and the 
health of the men, which is consid- 
ered tho most important asset of the 
army, is guarded as carefully as the 
ammunition or the war plan.

This is one 
of the most picturesque institutions 
of the town. Laredo has a population 
of 15,000, about 60 per cent.Mexicans. 
Direotly across the river is Neuvo 
Laredo, a much newer and more 
American appearing town than the 
one on the American side of the 
line.

RECALCITRANT MILITIAMEN 
SUBJECT TO COURT-MARTIAL 


New Resolution Congress Passed Au- 
thorizing Draft Gives Same Control 


Over Them as Over Regulars. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Ad- 
jutant-General of the organized militia 
of every state in the union has been 
instructed by the War Department that 
militiamen who refure to take the oath 
of allegiance to the United States are 
subject to court martial under the rro- 
visions of the acts of 1903 and 1908. 

The present purpose igs not to compel 
reilitiamen to take the double oath pre- 
scribed by the new national Wefense 
act. Under the Constitution, they are 
obliged to serve at the call of the Pres- 
ident’ within the territorial boundaries 
ot the United States. 

The joint resolution just passed by 
Congress awthorizing the President to 
‘“‘draft,’’ as well as call, the militia will 
eliminate the necessity for taking the 
new oath. Under this draft President 
Wilson is empowered to send militia 
troops anywhere he can send regulars. 

Any guardsmen who are holding back 
from taking the oath on the theory that 
the new law is not compulsory, must 
now reckon with the new power con- 
ferred upon the President to draft them. 
which supplies any lack in authority 
provided by the old law. 

The commanding General of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia militia has informed 
the few men who are refusing to take 
the oath that the old law makes it com- 
pulsory for them to present themselves 
for muster and they will be promptly 
courtmartialed if they fail to do so.

Army mustering of- 
ficer. Physicians yesterday began 
vaccinating the men of the _ First 
Regiment and all officers of the 
regiment were innoculated with ty- 
phoid prophylaxis.

It 
is the national dietary article of the 
army. 


Here are sample menus showing the 
variety of the food surved from army 
kitchens: Bre&kfast—Bacon, pork and 
beans,» coffee. Dinner—Beef. potitves, 
onions, bread, butter, coffee and pie or 
pudding. Supper—Cold meat, potatoes, 
beans, onions and coffee or iced tea.

No Permission for Villa Chase

HERE .is much to be said in de- 
Ty fense of the sending of United 

States troops into Mexico, but the 
fact remains .that from the Mexican 
viewpoint it constitutes a violation of 
that State’s sovereignty and an assault 
ulon its dignity. 
The exclusive character of sovereignty 
has nowhere been more clearly €¢x- 
pounded, nor more widely quoted in 
text books, than in the famous deci- 
sion of Chief Justice Marshall of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the case of the schooner “‘Exchange”’ V%. | 
McFaddon, 7 Cranch 116, decided in 
1812. 
Rights of Jurisdiction. 

This was a case in which an Ameri- 
can citizen attempted, as a previous 
owner, to libel a public armed vessel of 
the French Government which had put 
into port at Philadelphia. In an @x- 
haustive discussion, Chief Justice Mar- 
shail said: 

“The jurisdiction of a nation within 
its own territory is necessarily exclus- 
ive and absolute. It is susceptible of 
no limitation not imposed by itself. Any 
restriction upon it deriving validity 
from an external source would imply a 
diminution of its own sovereignty to 
the extent of the restriction and an in- 
vestment of that sovereignty to the 
same extent in that power which could 
impose such restrictions. 

‘All exceptions therefore to the full 
and complete power of a nation within 
its own territories must be traced up 
to the consent of the nation itself. 
They can flow from no other legitimate 
source.’”’ 

Relaxation in Practice. 

After stating this as a fundamental 
principle of the law of nations, he adds: 

‘The world Seing composed of dis- 
tinct sovereignties possessing equal 
rights and equal independence, whose 
mutual benefit is promoted by inter- 
course with each other and by an inter- 
change of those good offices which 
humanity dictates and its wants re- 
quire, all sovereigns have consented *o 
a relaxation in practice in cases under 
certain peculiar circumstances of that 
absolute and complete jurisdiction with- 
in their respective territories which 
sovereignty confers.”’ 

Chief Justice Marshall then cites three 
exceptional instances in which, from 
common interest in times of peace, 
every sovereign is understood to waive 
the exercise of a part of that com- 
plete, exclusive, territorial jurisdiction 
which is the attribute of sovereignty. 

The first of these is the exemption 
customarily extended to the person of a 
sovereign from arrest or detehtion with- 
in a foreign territory. 

The second is the immunity which all] 
civilized nations accord to diplomatic 
agents who are supposed to represent 
the .person of their sovereign. 

The third is that in which a state is 
understood to waive a portion of its 
territorial jurisdiction where it allows 
the troops of a foreign state to pass 
through its dominions. 


Passage of Troops. 

Tne Chief Justice emphatically points 
out that the immunities attaching to 
such a military force in a foreign state 
can only flow from an express grant of 
the right of passage. Then he asks: 

“But if, without such express permit 
an army should be led through the terri- 
tories of a foreign Prinee, might the 
jurisdiction of the territory be right- 
fully exercised over the individuals com 
posing this army?’’ 

Then he answers: 

“Without doubt a military force can 
never gain immunities of any other de- 
scription than those which war gives 
by entering a foreign territory against 
the will of its sovereign. * * * 

“It is obvious that the passage of an 
army through a foreign territory will 
probably be at all times inconvenient 
and injurious and would even be immi- 
nently dangerous to the sovereign 
through whose dominion it passed. Such 
a practice would break down some of 
the most decisive distinctions between 
peace and war, and would reduce a na- 
tion to the necessity of resisting by 
war an act not absolutely hostile in its 
character or of exposing itself to the 
stratagems and frauds of a Power whose 
integrity might be doubted and who 
might enter the country under deceitful 
pretexts. It is for reasons like these 
that the general license to foreigners 
(civilians) to enter the dominions of a 
friendly power is never understood to 
extend to a military force: and an army

committing an act of hostility; and, if 
not opposed by force, acquires no priv- 
Hleges by its irregular and improper con- 
duct.”’ 
Pursuit of Villa. 

The United States troops sent in pur- 
suit of Villa after the Columbus raid 
were never expressly authorized by Mex- 
ico to cross upon her territory. On 
March 10, 1916, Gen. Carranza did address 
the United States Government declaring 
that under no circumstances would Unit- 
ed States troops be permitted upon her 


| soil without a reciprocal right of pas- 


sage of Mexican troops into United 
States territory. This proposal, however, 
was later repudiated by Gen. Carranza. 
The United States, in its note to Mex- 
ico of June 20. apparently bases its right 
to send troops across the border upon 
“the practice adopted over forty years 
ago, when there was no agreement re- 
garding pursuit of marauders across the 
international boundary.” | 

It is a very doubtful proposition, how- 
ever, that one state can acquire a right 
to violate the sovereignty of another 
through practice, in the absence of that 
other’s consent. 

View of Carranza. 

This decision clearly reflects the situ- 
ation as Gen. Carranza probably sees it. 
The sending of United States troops into 
Mexico without the consent of his Gov- 
ernment is ‘‘an act of hostility’ and 
‘without doubt a military force can 
never gain immunities of any other de- 
scription than those which war gives 
by entering a foreign territory against 
the will of its sovereign’’ and ‘such 
practice would break down some of the 
most decisive distinctions between peace 
and war and would reduce a nation to 
the necessity of resisting by war, an act 
not absolutely hostile in its character.” 

It may be objected that Mexico is 
without sovereignty because of the 
instability of its Government, but 
such objection confuses the principle 
that sovereignty inheres in a State 
despite the character or even the ab- 
sence of a government. The govern- 
ment igs the mere agency through 
which sovereignty—the supreme pow- 
er inherent in the aggregate of indi- 
viduals forming the community—be- 
comes articulate. 

It cannot be denied that there exists 
an international legal doctrine whereby, 
as a measure of self-preservation, one 
state may invade another, whether that 
other has offended or not. 

When such invasion occurs, as admit- 
ted acts of war, for the redress of in- 
juries susceptible of no other adequate 
remedy, they are justified before the 
world. War then gives the right to vio- 
late the offending state's territory. 

When, however, invasions are under- 
taken, not as acts of war, but as s80- 
called nonhostile acts of self-help, they 
are always subject to the gravest sus- 
picion. 

Strong and the Weak. 

The doctrine authorizing invasions of 
this character is essentially contradic- 
tory to the settled conception of the 
equality of states and it is plainiy dis- 
criminatory in favor of strong states 
against the weak. It is discriminatory 
in that, whatever the provocation, the 
sending of public armed forces into an- 
other state without its consent is an act 
of war. Powerful states would be quick 
to resent such acts while weak states 
can do so only with'the prospect of utter 
ennihilation. 

We have only to recall the recent in- 
stances of so-called nonhostile invasions 
of Belgium, of Greece, of Korea and 
Manchuria to discover how one-sidedly 
the doctrine actually works in practice 
and how it confounds the important dis- 
tinctions between the rights of war and 
orf peace.

AUGUST J. FERTIG 
WANTED FOR GIVING 
TWO BAD GHEGKS 


Man Who Said He Intended to 
Raise German - American 
Regiment Is Missing. 


The police department today asked 
the police of Kansas City, Omaha and 
Denver to look out for August J. Fer- 
tig, who a few days ago announced 
that he would organize a German-Amer- 
ican regiment of volunteers for Mexi- 
can service and then left the city after 
giving R. L. Meyer, manager of the 
Buckingham Annex, two checks that 
have since been returned marked “in- 
sufficient funds.” 

Fertig had been stopping at the Buck- 
ingham Annex since May 1. He paid 
his bills by checks on the German Sav- 
ings Institution and all but the last two 
checks were honored, Manager Meyer 
said. One of the returned checks is 
for $20, made June 17, for which Meyer 
advanced cash, ana the other is for 
$31, dated June 19, In payment of a 
board bill. Meyer told the police he 
learned Fertig had only $1 to his credit 
in the bank. 

According to Meyer, Fertig said when 
he gave the last check that he was’ 
going to Kansas City on business and 
would return ina few days. Meyer has 
heard nothing from him since, and his 
stenographer, Miss Yatkeman, of 2611 
Thomas street, who claims a week's 
salary is due her, says she has heard 
nothing from him. 

Fertig had an office in the Wain- 
wright Building. When he announced 
his plan for a German-American regi- 
ment he said he was an importer. As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Nelson 
Thomas to whom the returned checks 
were submitted today by Meyer, said he 
would issue a warrant for Fertig if he 
should be apprehended. 

The office Pertig occupied at 419 
Wainwright Building was closed to- 
day. The sign painted on the door 
reads: “August J. Fertig, Foreign 
Language Press Association.” His 
stenographer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his typewriter and office 
furnishings were removed, unknown 
to her, several days ago, after the 
timg Fertig was expected to retrun 
but failed to do so.

“TOQDLES” UPSET 
FAMILY PEACE 


In Divorce Trial He Declares 
His. Wife Kissed Her 
Pet Dog. 


The divorce suit of Mrs. Alinda B. 
Vordick, 55 years old, of the Arthur Ho- 
tel, Berlin avenue and Skinker road, 
against Dr. August H, Vordick, 67 
years old, of 6651 Berlin avenue, Univer- 
sity City, whose marital unhappiness 
was largely due to a pet dog ‘“Toodles,” 
was on trial at Clayton yesterday and 
today. 

Shortly after thelr marriage in 1918, 
Mrs. Vordick testified yesterday, her 
husband said to her, ‘Damn a woman 
that would kiss a dog,” just because 
“Toodles’’ jumped up into her lap, She 
denied that she kissed the dog, but Dr, 
Vordick today testified that she did 
kiss the dog. 

Both had been widowed when they 
met in 1912, returning By steamer from 
the Orient. They separated March 7 
last. Mrs. Vordick admitted askjng for 
a mercantile agency’s report on Dr. 
Vordick before she married. 

Dr. Vordick’s testimony this morning 
kept the court room in an uproar. When 
asked how his wife treated him, he 
turned to the Judge and exclaimed: 

“By jiminy! such a flirt!—always look- 
ing back. Why, Judge, she would flirt 
with all the young men in the neigh- 
borhood until I was ashamed of her.”’ 

“Who did the housework?’ he was 
asked. 

“Why, I did, I even — to mop the 
floors. And she never cooked a meal.

His greatest humiliation came, he 
said, when he killed “Toodles.”

Henry C. Dietz, president of the 
iDetz Catering Co., the present owner 
of Faust’s, was still waiting for 
something to turn up, despite the fact 
that a plan to have the restaurant 
turned into a club, through subscrip- 
tions of initiation fees and dues by 
the regular customers had failed. 

“IT canot run the place any longer,” 
said Dietz.

Will of Secretary of War Who 
Lost Life on Cruiser Hamp- 
shire Is Filed. 


LONDON, June 30.—The will of 
Field Marshal Earl Kitchener, the 
Britigh Secretary of War who lost his 
life in the sinking of the cruiser 
Hampshire off the Orkneys, June 5, 
was admitted to probate today. 

It shows that he left an estate val- 
ued at £171,420 sterling (approxi- 
mately $850,000). 

The largest bequests were the sum of 
£20,000 to his nephew, Henry Hamilton 
Kitchener, and the Broome Park estate 
and all lands in Kent County to his 
nephew, Commander Henry Franklin 
Chevallier Kitchener of the Royal Navy, 
a son of the new: Earl. 

The will makes a number of smaller 
bequests to relatives and friends, in- 
cluding £200 e&Ch to several officers who 
served on Lord Kitchener's personal 
staff. 

To Col. Oswald A. G. Fitzgerald, Lord 
Kitchener’s personal military secretary, 
who was drowned with the Field Mar- 
shal, was willed all Kitchener’s lands in 
British East Africa, amounting to about 
5000 acres, with plantations, etc. 

Swords of honor, plate and other gifts 
from public bodies are devolved as heir- 
looms in settled estates. The will was 
dated Nov. 2, 1914. 

Perhaps none outside his immediate 
family was more” grief-stricken at 
the news of: Lord Kitchener’s tragi¢ 
Geath than Queen Alexandra. The at- 
tentiveness of the soldier to the 
Queen-Mother had long been notable, 
and there was a very strong bond. of 
Sympathy between these two, un- 
doubtedly two of the loneliest fig- 
ures prominent in contemporary 
London, 

Visited Her Every Week. 

Indeed, there was something pathetic 
in the lonely bachelorhood of the War 
Secretary, who occasionally to his inti- 
mates dropped remarks bearing on his 
lack of home and near relations. Not 
a week passed during the war in which 
he had not paid a visit to Marlborough 
House, where he would remain for long 
visits with Queen Alexandra, and come 
away with a long list of those combat- 
ants of whom her friends had mada 
special inquiries. However pressing the 
demands of the campaigns on the vari- 
ous fronts, he. would always return 
within a few days with the desired in- 
formation. 

Dinner Parties to Men Only. 

At York House, St. James’ Palace, he 
gave a number of dinner parties to 
men only, the military element being 
not always conspicuous at these. He 
liked doctors, but cared nothing for 
actors or musicians. Several of the 
higher clergy in London enjoyed his 
friendship and hospitality. 

Lord Kitchener was persqnally we!l 
known to the owners of many of the 
more expensive curiosity shops in Lon- 
don. He would bargain over purchases. 
but did not possess the commercial 
sense, and in the end would always pay 
a good price, usually on his own initia- 
tive. The dealer generally received a 
check the day after delivery, the check 
being quite often post-dated a month 
or two.

CARRIZAL TROOPERS BACK 


AT BARRACKS: ARRIVAL IS A 
GREAT EVENT IN EL PASO 


Negroes Who Were Liberated From Prison and 
Returned to Border Tell of Their Experiences 
— Get Gifts of Cigars and Watermelons. 


By CLAIR KENAMORE. 
Staff Correspondent of the Post- | 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., June 30.—Declaring 
that faulty equipment partly prevented 
the né jro troopers from giving an even 
better account of themselves in the 
fight at Carrizal, First Sergeant Feiix 
Page of K Troop, Tenth Cavairy, who 
was the first soldier to be officially 
turned over to the American officers on 
the International Bridge here yesterday 
and who was the ranxing noncommis- 


sioned officer in the skirmish, said that, 
instead of fighting until their ammuni- 
tion was exhausted, some of them had 
many rounds of cartridges when they 
were forced to stop shooting. 


“Some of the men were able to fire 
few more than the cartridges they had 
in their carbines when the fight started,” 
Page said, “for when «= -ey reached for 
their cartridge belts the flaps of the 
little pockets, each holding another clip 
full, stuck, and could not be opened. 
It was that fact which .iused many of 
the men to scatter, and the Mexicans, 
who outnumbered us many times, were 
on top of us and found it an easy mat- 
ter to overtake and capture us. Some 
of the boys are here today for that.rea- 
son, and if they had been able to keep 
on shooting fast, they never would have 
been taken alive. Just th- same, I 
guess they all wish they could have got 
the flaps open.” 

With Morey When He Was Shot, 

“TI was with Capt. Morey after he 
was shot,” said Sergt. Page, ‘“‘he did not 
seem to be seriously wounded, although 
the hole I saw in his shoulder probably 
hurt him a lot. It never knocked him 
off his feet though, while the fight 
lasted. There were six of us in a little 
dobe house with Capt. Morey and we 
did our firing through the window and 
between times bound up the ‘Captain's 
shoulder. Finally he ordered me and 
Williams and Stoeks to get out and 
shift for ourselves and he made us 
g0, too. We managed to run for it 
and got a mile and a half away before 
we were surrounded and captured. I 
hear that it was while the Mexicans 
were chasing us that Capt. Morey got 
away. 

‘“*T:.e Mexicans fired the first shot and 
then we came right back at them and 
gave them all we had. We were not 
led into any ambush. They simply out- 
numbered us‘ greatly and had us sur- 
rounded when the firing commenced.” 

Fred Williams, a private of K troop 
whose home is in St. Louis said that 
what he wanted more than anything 
else was a good night’s sleep. “They 
got us to the Chihuakua jail a week 
ago Thursday night,’’ said Williams, 
“and we left there Wednesday night, 
putting in that night on the train 
coming here. Our blankets were on the 
field where we fought or with the 
horses and we never saw them again. 
‘Then the Mexicans took everything else 
away, including most of our clothing 
and in Chihuahua we didn’t even have 
a bench to sleep on, but had to lay 
down on the concrete floor with nothing 
under our heads. We wondered some- 
times what they were going to do with 
us, but we never got any word that 
we might be executed and figured that 
we would be treated simply as prisoners 
of war. Its mighty good to be back 
in the United States again but we're ll 
anxious to get back to the Tenth and 
into the saddle.’’ 

“The only rough treatment we got was 
when they were taking us from Carrizal 
to Chihuahua,’’ said Laither Alexander, 
one of the wounded men of C Troop. 
“Then the Mexican people crowded 
around us and yelled and threw some 
stones, but after that we were protected 
all right. On the way up here Wednes- 
day night and Thursday morning .we 
saw thousands of Mexican soldiers al- 
most all the way to Juarez. They’ve got 
a lot of them in this part of the coun- 
try all right, and they seem well armed. 
We saw them at the stations and in be- 
tween the stations, too.’’ 

Alexander said he found himself in a 
ditch during the fighting and for nearly 
two hours was able to hold off the 
Mexicans before a large number of 
them closed in on him and captured him. 

“Those Greasers are the poorest 
marksmen in the world,”’ he added. 
“Anytime they hit one of us it was just 
luck, but there were so. many of them 
shooting that naturally a lot of their 
bullets landed.”’ 

George Chaplin almost succeeded in 
making his way tv Juarez before he waz 
caught. “‘With Corporal Bigstaff and 
Private Smith,” he said, “I made a run 
for it. We three got separated and IT 
worked my way to the railroad, with 
one Mexican right behind me. He kept 
shooting and missing, and finally I 
killed him with my revolver. I finally

as far as Guzman, where a brakeman 
found me and turned me over to some 
soldiers. 
Shots Stop Machine Guns, 

William D. Gibson, who was the last 
man to see Capt. Boyd alive, is ‘credited 
by his comrades with putting a stop to 
the machine gun firing, although he 
himself modestly says he only obeyed 
“I was at Capt. Boyd's side,” 
he said, “when he was hit the first 
time, and went to the rear, got some 
water and came back. He told me to see 
if I couldn’t pick off the two men who 
were working the machine guns, and I 
laid down and waited until first one 


showed his head and then the other, and 
I got them both. It was just then that 
Capt. Boyd was shot the second time 
and killed.’’ 

“British Vice-Consul Skobell was fine 
to us when we were locked up in Chi- 
huahua,” said Joe Oliver of K Troop. 
“He came to see us every day, told us 
that we would not be executed and 
finally brought the news that we were 
to be liberated.”’ 

Archie Jones of K Troop, who was 
wounded in the arm, also suffcred an- 
other injury «which he was more willing 
to talk about yesterday than his gunshot 
wound. “I had $9 in my pockets,” he 
said, “and these dimn rcbbers didn’t 
even leave my pocketbook. Gibson, who 
appears to have been the wealthiest 
man in the outfit, also lost $400, a dia- 
mond ring and a gold watch, all of 
which he carried into battle with him. 
as he explained it, for: ‘safekeeping.’ 

Lem Spillsbury, the American scout 
who accompanied the two troops on the 
expedition and who was the only white 
man to be brought back here a pris- 
oner, was not anxious to make any 
statements. When asked if he had 
made the statement in Chihuahua cred- 
ited to him by the Mexicans, in which 
he placed the blame for the encounter 
largely on Capt. Boyd, who lost his 
life, Spillsbury said he had been quoted 
correctly and repeated the story that 
he had urged Capt. Boyd not to go 
ahead. 

Mexicans Bank on Spilisbary. 

Spillsbury’s statements yesterday were 
made while the prisoners were still in 
Juarez and great stress was placed 
upon them by the Mexican officials 
there, who were anxious for the news- 
paper men to see the scout. 

“IT do not know who fired the first 
shot or where it came from," said 
Spillsbury. “I only know that the firing 
became general immediately after the 
first shot was fired. After the second 
talk on the fleld between Capt.. Boyd 
and Gen. Gomez, I urged the former to 
turn back, and he said, ‘I am the com- 
mander here; all you've got to do is 
obey.” Then I told him to order his 
men not to fire unless they were fired 
on, but just about that time the shoot- 
ing started. I could not see where it 
came from.”’ 

The fact the cartridge belts were hard 
to open, as explained by Sergt. Page, 
was not an unknown condition and the 
soldiers along the border have been in- 
structed to keep opening and closing 
the flaps so as to get them working 
easily. They are fastened shut with a 
clasp like a man’s walking glove, and 
when new or when they have been 
punched closer together by the men 
lying upon them in skirmish drills the 
soldiers say it is extremely hard to 
throw them open. 

Men Back tn Their Barracks. 

The 23 troopers are back in their bar- 
racks at Fort Bliss again today as good 
as new and ready to atiswer when the 
roll is called. 

The most impressive part of the re- 
turn was their reception at the middle 
of the International Bridge. They had 
come through Juarez, where probably 
5000 Mexicans had watched their de- 
training in absolute silence. At the 
commandant’s a: 1 at the custom house 
they received the respect of cold 
silence. When they finally were taken 
to the bridge to be turned over to of- 
ficers of their army they were led on 
the bridge by Gen. Gonzales, the com- 
mandant; Mexican’ Consul Garcia and 
Mayor Prieta of Juarez. These three 
men marched abreast wide apart down 
the bridge, while the troopers, two 
abreast, came behind them. 

Some wore parts of their ragged uni- 
forms. Few had shirts and two were 
without trousers. Their leggins were 
gone or nearly so, they were unshaven 
and grimy, but they dressed the line 
right jauntily when they came to the 
hait at the international boundary.

Bell, saluted and said: “Sergt. Page, 
sir.”

Purchase of Shoes and Under- 
wear Last Tuesday Alone 
Amounted to $500,000. 


Uncle Sam is shopping in St. Louis. 
He is snapping up bargains wherever 
he finds them, even to the extent of 
buying job lots of hats to be worn 
by the militiamen who are being 
equipped at the mobilization camps. 

Last Tuesday the War Depart- 
ment’s purchases in St. Louis alone 
amounted to $500,000, the principal 
articles purchased being shoes and 
underwear. 

Of the three army supply depots in 
the United States, the one in St. 
Louis is the largest and at present 
the most important, as it is closer 
than the others to the possible the- 
ater of conflict in Mexico. 

The depot is at Third and Arsenal 
streets and comprises a group of 
about 20 buildings. It ts known to Bt. 
Louisans as the “old Arsenal.” 

Capt. A. E. Williams, in charge of 
the supply depot, is directing the pur- 
chase of the equipment necessary for 
the State troops now in process of 
mobilization. Fourteen of the 20 
buildings at the supply depot are 
filled with supplies, but these are 
for the regular army and are not 
drawn upon in equipping the militia- 
men. 

The local supply depot is called 

upon to furnish all the clothing equip- 
ment needed for the men who were 
enlisted to bring the militia organ- 
izations up to.full peace strength. 
This involves furnishing supplies for 
about 45,000 men. 
Thus far, hats have teen the 
scarcest article of equipment. Cam- 
paign hats of all shades and of styles 
long ago discarded by the regular 
army are being bought wherever they 
can be obtained. Some of these hats 
were sold by the Government after 
being discarded and are now being 
bought back at a higher price. 

Under ordinary circumstances all 
purchases are made on contracts after 
bids have been submitted, but the 
present emergency has caused the 
Government to permit Capt. Williams 
to go into the open market and make

Condemns English-Made Laws. 

“That is the condemnation of English 
rule in Ireland, of English-made law, 
that it dare not rest on the will of the 
Irish people, but exists in defiance of 
their will; that it is a rule derived, not 
from right, but from conquest. Conquest 
gives no title; it can exert no empire 
over men’s reason and judgment and af- 
fections. It is from this law of con- 
quest, without title to the reason, judg- 
ment and affections of my own country- 
men, that I appeal.’’ 

Having finished this statement, 
prisoner said:

“That party was preaching a doctrine 
of hatred, designed to bring civil war 
in Ireland, while the party in power 
took no steps to restrain its propa- 
ganda which was finding advocates 
in the army, the navy, the privy council, 
in Parliament and state and church.”

Nomination by Petition Plan Ad- 
vocated by Municipal Ballot 
Conference. 


A campaign to remove the offices of 
Mayor, Comptroller, President and 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
from control of political bosses by elim- 
ination of party captions on city bal- 
lots, and by requiring that nominations 
be made by petition instead of by pri- 
mary election, will be inaugurated to- 
morrow by the Municipal Ballot Con- 
ference, comprised of 125 civic leaders. 

The conference proposes to submit to 
the people for their approval at the 
November election an ordinance author- 
izing these changes in the methods of 
electing municipal officials. The initia- 
tive will be invoked to bring this issue 
before the people, and 30 canvassers will 
start out tomorrow morning with peti- 
tions to get the required 7000 signatures. 

The evils of political control of mu- 
nicipal offices are strikingly demon- 
strated in the present administration, 
in the opinion of the conference leaders. 
Mayor Kiel is a candidate to succeed 
himself next spring. and in order to 
bring about his renomination he is 
making a desperate fight for control of 
the Republican City Committee, which, 
he thinks, will have the power to nomi- 
nate or defeat him. He is being fought 
by another powerful faction of the par- 
ty organization, and city jobs are being 
given to the committeemen, or to their 
relatives or particular friends, to win 
their support to the Mayor's cause. 

If the ordinance which the Municipal 
Ballot Conference proposes should be 
adopted by the people in November, the 
Mayor would not have to go to the Re- 
publican party for another nomination, 
but could insure the printing of his 
name on the official municipal ballot 
next April by obtaining the signatures 
to his petition of 2 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters of the city—-about 3000, 

But under the plan proposed, Mayor 
Kiel would not appear on the ballot as 
the candidate of the Republican party, 
or any other party, but ‘his name and 
the name of all other candidates, wheth- 
er Democrats, Socialists or Independents 
would appear in one group, without any- 
thing to show their party affiliations. 


Would Destroy Bosses’ Power. 
Through this system of selecting mu- 


nicipal officials, the conference believes, 
the power of the party bosses would be 
completely destroyed, because they could 
not resort, in the first place to the use 
of marked sample ballots to nominate a 
slate of candidates, and they would be 
deprived of all means of drawing party 
lines in municipal election. 

The chairman of the municipal ballot 
conference has not. been chosen, 
will be in a few days. John H. Gund- 
lach, former President of the City Coun- 
cil. and Samuel Rosenfeld; member of 
the last Board of Freeholders, constitute 
a committee to select a chairman of the 
conference. F. N. Judson, also a mem- 
ber of the Board of Freeholders that 
wrote the new charter, is vice chairman 
of the conférence, Benjamin A. Wood 
is secretary and Henry H. Oberschelp 
is treasurer. Among others identified 
with the movement are Owen Miller of 
the Musicians’ Union, Flint Garrison, 
Joseph A. Wright, member of the Board 
of Election Commissioners; Willard D. 
Vandiver, United States Subtreasurer; 
F. P. O’Hare, Herman W. Fay, O'Neil 
Ryan, Edward Fiad, Hobart Brinsmade. 
J. L. Mauran, Frank L. Magoon, Dr. H. 
W. Hermann, John E. Massengale, Cliff 
R. Croninger, Oscar Leonard, P. M. 
Bruner, F. M. Curlee, H. B. Wallace, 
R. A. Boyle, Benjamin Gratz, Perry 
Post Taylor. E. C. Eliot, A. B. Frey and 
Julius C. Birge. 

Under the law the initiative petitions 
will have to be filed with the Board of 
Election Commissioner: by July 14. The 
officials of the conference believe that 
they will be able to obtain the 7000 sig- 
natures within the two weeks at their 
disposal. 

The conference says that ‘the chiet 
means of control of municipal offices 
by political bosses lies in the primaries, 
which are almost as effective for poii- 
tical purposes as the old conventions. 
The voter can only choose between the 
candidates put up by the party bosses 
on either side. The organizations run 
the primary. As a means of popular 
control of nominations it is a failure.’’ 

Provide for Preferential Voting. 

The ordinance which will be sup- 
mitted to the people, if the necessary 
signatures are obtained, will also pr«- 
vide for preferential voting on the can- 
didates for Mayor, Comptroller and 
President of the Board of Aldermen. 
Preferential voting is new to St. Louis 
It simply means that each voter may 
vote for a first, second and other ch.‘ce 
for Mayor and Comptroller and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. The 
object of this system of elections is to 
elect by a majority vote. 

Under this svstem it would 
sible that a candidate for Mayor, who 
received the greatest. number of first 
choice votes, but less than a majerity, 
might not be elected. Some other can- 
didate who failed to receive as maay 
first choice votes, but who had a great- 
er number of second choice or other 
choice votes, might be found to have a 
majority when all of his votes were 
added together, and would thereby be 
deciared elected. However, any candi- 
date receiving first choice votes ecjual 
to a majority of all the ballots cast 
would be elected.

PHILADELPHIA, June %.—Speaking 
to a large crowd in Independence 
Square yesterday afternoon, President 
Wilson emphasized. that America not 
only must understand her ideals, but 
must be prepared to put them into ac- 


for which this country stands must be 
vindicated in the country’s foreign rela- 
tions. America has the right, the Pres- 
ident said, to demand that other na- 
tions treat her with justice and respect, 
but she cannot with dignity or self- 
respect insist upon that unless she is 
willing to act in the same fashion to- 
ward them. 

“That,” he said, 
for at any cost.”’ 

The President declared he was “in a 
fighting mood’ and held up liberty, 
justice and humanity as cardinal Amer- 
ican ideals for which he was willing 
to fight. ‘‘America first,”’ he said, must 
be translated into action exalting it 
above all selfish interests, and the na- 
tion’s policy and development must be 
guided by the whole people, and not by 
any group. 

Officially, the President addressed 
delegates to the convention of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World, 
but a mixed crowd heard him. He 
spoke in the open air, under the shadow 
of Independence Hall. He returned to 
Washington immediately after the ad- 
dress. 


“T am ready to fight 


Text of the Address. 

The full text of President Wilson’s ad- 
dress follows: 

“You will understand that I have not 
come here to make an extended address. 
I do not need to explain to you the 
circumstances which have made it im- 
possible that should prepare an extend- 
ed address: but I count myself very for- 
tunate to be able to leave my duties at 
Washington long enough to face this 
interesting company of men who ‘have 
the very fine conception that it is their 
duty to lift the standards and ideals of 
their prof2ssion. 

“T understand, gentlemen, that you 
have ascociated yourselves together in 
order to promote candor and truth in 
the advertisement of your business. I 
wish very much, gentlemen, that can- 
dor and truth might always be the 
standard of politics as well as the stand- 
ard of business. I want to challenge 
your attention for a moment to this as- 
pect of your activities. 

‘I do not see how a man can devote 
himself to candor and truth in the pro- 
motion of a particular business without 
studying the life of the great nation to 
whom he addresses his advertising. I 
do not see how a man can fail, having 
established the horizon of his business 
where the great hills of truth He, to lift 
his eyes to the great multitude of labor- 
ing men and striving women who con- 
stitute a great nation like ours and in 
the very act of addressing them get in 
his consciousness some part of the im- 
pulse of their life. You cannot commend 
your business to people that you do not 
understand, and you cannot understand 
the people of the United States without 
wishing to serve them. 

Must Put Ideals Into Action. 

“So I come to you with this thought: 
America is at a point, gentlemen, where 
it is more than ever necessary that she 
should understand her own ideals not 
only, but be ready to put them into 
action at any cost. It is one thing to 
entertain fine principles, and another 
thing to make them work. It is one 
thing to entertain them in the formulas 
of words, like the splendid words 
which were uttered and give distinc- 
tion to this ancient and historic build- 
ing behind me, but it is another thing 
to do what those same men did—make 
those words live tn the action of their 
lives. And America is summoned ‘n 
each new generation to renew not only 
the pledges that those men made, dsut 
to renew the example which they gave 
to the world. 

‘“T am not interested, and I, beg that 
you will believe me when I say that I 
never have been interested, In fighting 
for myself, but I am tmmensely inter- 
ested in fighting for the things that I 
believe in, and so far as they are con- 
cerned, I am a challenger to all comers. 
It is important, therefore, since I am 
in a fighting mood, to let you know 
what are some of the things that I do 
belfeve in. 

“In the first place, I believe—and I 
summon you to show your belief in the 
same thing—that it is the duty of every 
American in everything that he does, 
in his business and out af it, to think 
first, not of himself or of any Interest 
which he may be called npon to sacri- 
fice, but of the country which we serve. 
‘America first’ means nothing until yo: 
translate it in what you do. So I be- 
lievé most profoundly in the duty of 
every American to exalt the national 
consciousness by purifying his own mo- 
tives and exhibiting his own devotion. 

“T believe, in the second place, that 


in our thoughts, should be ready in 
every point of policy and of action to 
vindicate, at whatever cost, the prin- 
ciples of liberty, of justice and of hu- 
manity, to which we have been devoted 
from the first. 
@anstice to Other Nations. 

“You cheer the sentiment, but do you 
realize what it means? It means that 
you have not only got to be just to your 
fellow: men, but that as a nation you 
have got to be just to other nations. It 
n easy thing to 
do. It is easy to think) first of the ma- 
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tion at any cost, and that the principles |, 


America, the country that we put first’ 
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, sein ghould. be just to other peoples 
and treat other peoples as she demands 
that they should treat her. She hag a 
right to demand that they treat her 
with justice and respect, and she has 
a right to insist that they treat her in 
that fashion, but she cannot with dig- 
nity or with self-respect insist upon 
that unless she is willing to act in the 
same fashion toward them. That I am 


ready to fight for at any cost to my- 
self. 

“Then, in the third piace, touching 
ourselves more intimately, my fellow 
citizens, this is what I believe: If I 
understand the life of America, the 
central principle of it is this, that no 
small body of persons, no matter how

We presume Mr. Wilson {imtended to include in- 
ternational as well as domestic politics in the 
sphere to which truth and candor should be ap- 
‘Let us begin by applyimg truth and candor to 
the Mexican situation amd avoid all false pre- 
tenses or juggles with words and conditions. 

Let us not mince matterg nor disguise actual 
facts under evasive phratses. Let us“not pretend 
that war is not war, or permit ourselves to be 
blinded to the significance of facts and conditions. 

Professedly, our troops are in Mexico and are 
massed on the border tto protect the peace and 
safety of the American fjpeople. At great cost and 
danger to our troops we) have sent them into Mex- 
ico to pursue, destroy and disperse Villa and his 
bandit followers who have attacked, slaughtered 
and robbed American scitizens in Mexico and on 
the soil of the United States. 

This costly and/dangerous work was necessary 
to our own safety and honor, but was beneficial 
to the de facto Govermment of Mexico, which we 
have supported and aified. Instead of co-operating 
with us to put dewn;these common enemies and 
to restore law and order, the de facto Government 
has been suspicious and hostile. It has obstructed 
our efforts. Gen. Carranza, its head, has incited 
popular suspicion anddhostility towards the United 
States. He peremptorily ordered the withdrawal 
of our troops from Mexico and coupled with it not 
only the-threat of attack, but orders to Mexican 
Government forces to attack. 

In accordance withtthese threats and setetl two 
troops of cavalry were treacherously attacked and 
practically destroyed! by the de facto Government 
forces. These forces are menacing American 
troops and are openly preparing to attack them 
unless they withdraw. In effect, the murderous 
bandits we are pursuing are under the protection 
of the de facto Government and are aided by 
Government troops. The two forces are making 
common cause against the United States. 

The real menaces to American peace and safety 
are no longer raiding bandits, but the de facto 
Government and its leaders. The real enemies 
we face are the de facto Government’s florces. 
They are maintaining the conditions which. men- 
ace us and are trampling’ justice and respect for 
the United States under foot. 

We cannot blink these facts. Truth andscandor 
compel us to admit them. They must be admitted, 
they must be faced and they must be met candidly, 
courageously, thoroughly. 

We credit the President with the highest ideals 
of justice, liberty and humanity in dealing with 
Mexico. He has tried to avoid war or anyrtform of 
intervention to establish orderly government. He 
has given the Mexicans free rein to settle their 
own troubles and work out their own ,political 
salvation. 

He has exhausted patience. 

His own ideals now and his own promise to up- 
hold justice and respect for this country*urge him 
to vigorous action to remove all menace to our 
peace and safety. He must be governed by facts 
and conditions, not by words. Unless the de facto 
Government completely reverses its attitude and 
gives fair guarantees of the power and the will 
to. pretect our border from raids and American 
lives and property from destruction, any conclu- 
sion will, be a costly makeshift leading to further 
clashes, greater loss of life and a harder task in 
the end. 
If we must war on the de facto Government we 
should war vigorously, effectively, decisively, with 
abundant forces and with a fixed determination 
to obtain a complete settlement of the Mexican 
problem. 

Anything short of this would be e fatal blunder 
for which the Wilson administration would be 
held accountable. 
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The vast war is a panorama teaching the great 
American republic that monarchies number 
their fighting forces by millions and that they 
are not especially friendly toward republics. 
There are various reasons for putting America 
first.

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HAZE WEEKE ABOVE THE. LAW. 
The inmgemt te center responsibility has been 
pretty generaily followed in the new Charter, but 
exceptions exist. One of them is found in the 
Efficiency Board. 

The case of the Hon. Hank Weeke is a case in 
point. When Commissioner Rogers moved that 
Mr. Weeke be required to establish his qualifica- 
tions for the $150 job to which he received a tem- 
porary appointment, nobody seconded the motion. 
Favoritism such as is shown in this case is of 
course, demoralizing to the efficiency system. 
Pull and the merit principle are absolutely incom- 
patible... If the law contemplates that the job 
Mr. Weeke holds should be filled as other jobs are 
filled, no exemption in his case should be toler- 
ated. But as it turns out, Mr. Weeke’s qualifica- 
tions are sufficiently attested by the Mayor’s cer- 
tificate of political merit. Mr. Weeke will not 
be required to take the examination, Mr. Weeke 
is above the law. 

And who can be held respoaaitte for it? 

While it is apparent that Mr. Rogers did his 
duty, accountability is divided, instead of being 
centered, by the three-headed form of the board. 
Three heads are not needed. The board should be 
brought into conformity with other departments 
and bureaus by provision for a single head. 

If direct means of bringing about the change in- 
volves too long a delay, practically all its ad- 
vantages may be secured by indirect means. A 
wise salary shift assuring the president of the 
board $3000 a year would indicate the publie de- 
sire that he should devote all his time to the 
work and assume the main responsibility. Mere- 
ly nominal salaries for the two other members 
would be a hint that they are not expected to ob- 
struct or interfere with the task of putting city 
employment on a strict merit basis. ;

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MR. HUGHES’ ‘‘PROMPT, DECISIVE ACTION.’’ 
The “smoking out” of -Mr—Hughes, in which 


conventions, has so far brought net results only 
as follows: 

I am profoundly convinced that by prompt 
decisive action, which conditions manifestly 
called for, the Lusitania tragedy would have 
been prevented. 

This is from Mr. Hughes’ letter to Secretary 
O K. Davis of the Progressive national conven- 
tion. 

But what would Mr. Hughes have done? Could 
he have taken any action more prompt and de- 
cisive than the President took in the solemn 
warning issued when the submarine blockade 
Was announced? Could he have assumed in ad- 
vance that such a tragedy would be perpetrated 
by a civilized power? The Berlin attitude has 
changed some since the early months of the 
war, when it seemed to view with composure 
and almost indifference the addition of new na- 
tions to the enemy coalition. It is to be feared 
that Mr. Hughes greatly overestimates the effect 
of “prompt, decisive action” administered at that 
time by his own hand rather than that of an- 
other. 

Mr. Hughes might have declared war after the 
tragedy, but what ground would he have had 
for declaring war before? What does he mean 
by prompt, decisive action? 
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The proposal that candidates for Legislatures 
shall pass an. examination for fitness will be 
viewed with alarm by many statesmen. Really, a 
legislator ought to be competent. His job is of 
the highest importance to mankind. {| 
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DOGS OF WAR. a 

The Spring (tax) statistics of Germany, says 
the Berliner Tageblatt, show a decrease of 216,- 
000 dogs within the empire. 

“Dogs,” continues the Tageblatt, “have the 
very bad habit of consuming food; and the Gov- 
ernment last year insisted on ‘doing away’ with 
these food-consumers. Hence pets and watch- 
dogs alike have been sacrificed on the altar of 
patriotism, and have followed in the wake of 
the cats that had ‘made their bow’ some time be- 
fore. Germany is catless, and promises, shortly, 


also to be dogless.” 
Now even France has issued an edict against 


the’ species. Says the Figaro: 

There are in France today 3,600,000 dogs, 
of whom 900,00 are “companions” and 2,700,- 
000 watch dogs. There is a further class, 
not included in this calculation because not 
attained by the new ordinance, These last 
mentioned are the “laborers”. They help the 
women on the farms in plowing the patches 
of zround, draw. their two-wheel-carts to mar- 
ket, and herd the flocks. 

The new law. tmposes a tax of 10 francs 
($2.00) on each “companion”-dog, and 6 francs 
($1.00) on each watchdog. The “laborers” go 
scot-free. This war tax will net the Govern- 
ment 22,000,000 francs ($4,400,000), which 
when added to the 7,000,000 lcense-fee al- 

ready paid, will make a total income from this 
one source of nearly $0,000,000 france ($6,- 
000,000). 

We do not begrudge the poor beasts either 
life or food; but insist on their bearing part 
of the war-brunt.

AT THE PCRS OF THE BAYONET. 
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JULY. 


ULY gets its name from Julius Oaesar, whose 
J name is called the greatest in history. He de- 
voted a great deal of thought to his monu- 

ment, and finally decided to give his name to the 
month in which he was born. He had just conquered 
Egypt, and the pyramids had not impressed him as 
being a permanent memorial like hot weather. He 
thought we would always have more or less hot 
weather, and to be inseparably associated with it in 
the popular mind struck him as the best possible 
safeguard against being forgotten. His fame was 
largely due to his campaign against Gaul. Rome had 
been annoyed a great deal by bandits in that quarter, 
and Caesar was finally sent across the border to ex- 
terminate them. He had no more than fairly gotten 
into the country before the people, who had promised 
to help him, began to be troublesome, and some of his 
men were finally massacred by the Aquitanians, who 
had been a particularly bow-legged lot in the at- 
tempted co-operation. The result was war, in which 
Caesar performed his historic feat of dividing Gaul 
into three parts. The extent of his undertaking may 
be judged from his own commentaries, in which he 
says that the Belgians, who are still holding out in 
the present war in Europe, were among those whom 
he whipped. He subsequently conquered England, 
which no one has since been able to do; but he never 
got very far with the Germans. After hitting their 
line a few times without being able to punch a hole 
in it, he concluded that they were not in sympathy 
with the bandits and would probably have caught 
them had they come their way. No satisfactory study 
of Caesar remains. He seems to have been a man 
very much like Mr. Roosevelt, but was more fortu- 


‘ nate for having been assassinated at the height of 


his eareer. He formed a third party on an occasion 
when he was not nominated for some office he 
wanted, and when he abandoned the party and all 
the friends who had followed him into it by selling 
out, Brutus and some others-who had given up every- 
thing for him laid for him by the Pillar of Pompey 
and cut him up into mincemeat. Marc Antony said 
the trouble with Caesar was that he wanted every- 
body else to stay put, but would not permit other 
people to feel that they could lay their hands on him.

NEW YORK, June 380.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

“Prices in today’s market we 
firm, with a distinct advancing te 
dency during most of the day. There 
was a slight setback in the first hour. 
and a more pronounced one in the 
late afternoon; in the intervening 
period quotations moved moderately 
upward, despite several rather severe 
breaks in industrial shares, whose 
performances long ago ceased to have 
any poner significance.

“Yesterday’s violent response to the 
news that the Mexican de racto Gov- 
ernment had compiled with the primary 
demand of the United States marked a 
readjustment of speculative accounts to 
accord with the more hopeful prospect. 
Loday, with that readjustment an ac- 
complished fact, the possibilities and 
uncertainties of tne luture were once 
more effective in restraining the impulse 
toward speculation. 

“Had not the conviction become so 
general that hostilities with Mexicu 
were inevitable, more favorable inter- 
ences might have been drawn from the 
action o: the Mexican authorities. It 
might have been argued that, having 
yieided the main point, Carranza haa 
definitely indicated his desire to avoid 
war, and his willingness to make con- 
cessions to th&t end. Yet the remain- 
ing difficulties in the gituation, ostensi- 
bly at least, checked any activities that 
might have been based on the belief 
that war would be averted. The sen- 
timent of an important part of the 
community may have been reilected in 
the fact that prices tended to advance 
in spite of the dullness. 

‘In the absence of fresh fmpetus to- 
ward speculative transactions, attention 
was directed more strongly toward the 
investment situation and to the securi- 
ties which, it may be presumed, reflect 
industrial conditions only indirectly de- 
pendent on the foreign outlook. 

“All during the unsettlement of \the 
last two weeks there has been more or 
less vag | of railway shares by those 
who can afford to ignore the day-to-day 
fluctuations in prices. Today those 
shares were the steadiest of the mar- 
ket. 

“The highly favorable earnjng state- 
ments for May now being published 
have contrasted all the more strongly 
with the disappointing returns made by 
some of the industrial companies which 
were popularly supposed to be profit- 
ing handsomely from war business. That 
many such industrial concerns have 
prospered extensively is not to be de- 
nied. It is the irregularity with which 
these profits are distributed, and _ the 
uncertainties. of the future which have 
placed the industrial companies as a 
class in an unfavorable light when in- 
ducements to speculation grow slack.
